WASHINGTON’S COURTSHIP AND 
MARRIAGE. : 


“Peautifally situated o on the banks of the 
Pamunkey, is the mansion known as “ the 
Whité House.” It stands on the site of one 
in which Washington was married. From 
Custis’s life of Mrs. Martha Washingon, we 
extract the account of his courtship and 
marriage: 

It was in 1758 that Washington, attired 
in a military undress, and attended by a 
body servant, tall and militatre as his chief, 
crossed the ‘ferry called William’s, over the 
Pumunkey, a branch of the York River. 
On the hoat touching the southern. or New 
Kent side, the soldier’s progress was arrest- 
ed by one of those personages who give the 
beau ideal of the Virginia gentleman of the 
old tegime, the very soul of kindness and 
hospitality. It was in vain the soldier urged 
his business at Williamsburg, important 
communications-to the governor, &c. Mr. 
Chamberlayne, on whose domain the mili- 
taire had just landed, would hear of no ex- 
cuse. Col. Washington was a name and 
character so. dear to all Virginians, that his 
passing by one of the castles of Virginia, 
without calling and partaking of the hospi- 
talities of the -host, -was entirely out of the 
question. The colonel, however, did not 


surrender at discretion, but stoutly maintain- | 


ed his ground till Chamberlayne, bringing 
up his reserve, in the intimation that he would 
introduce his friend to a young and charm- 
ing widow, then beneath his roof, the sol- 
dier capitulated, on condition that he should 
dine—only dine—and then, by pressing his 
charger and borrowing of the night, he 
would reach Williamsburg before his ex- 
cellency could shake off -his morning slum- 
bers. Orders were accordingly issued to 
Bishop, the colonel’s body servant and faith- 
ful follewer, who, together with the Eng- 
lish charger, had been bequeathed by the 
dying Braddock to Major Washington, on 
the famed and fated field of Monongahela. 
Bishop, bred in the school of European dis- 
cipline, raised his hand to bis cap, as much 
as to say, Your orders shall be obeyed.” 

‘The colonel now proceeded to the man- 
sion, and was introduced to various guests, 
(for when was a Virginia domicil of the old - 
en time withont guests f) and, above all, to 
the charming widow. Tradition relates that 
they were mutually pleased, on this, their 
first interview—nor is it remarkable ; they 
were of an age when impressions are strong- 
est. The lady was fair to behold, of tasci- 
nating manners, and splendidly endowed 
with worldly benefits. The hero was fresh 
from his early fields, redolent of fame, and 
with a form on which “ every god did seem 
to set his en, to give the world assurance 
of a man.” 

The morning passed pleasantly away, 
evening came, with Bishop, true to his or- 


ders and firm at his post, holding the ſavo- 


rite charger with one hand, while the other 
was waiting to offer the ready stirrap. The 
sun sank in the horizon, and yet the colonel 
appeared not. Twas strange, ’ twas pas- 
sing strange; surely he was not wont to 
be a single moment behind his appointments 
—for he was the most punctual of all men. 

Meantime, the host enjoyed the scene of 
the veteran at the gate, while the colonel 
was 80 agreeably employed in the parlor ; 
and proclaiming that no visitor ever left his 
home at sunset, his military guest was, with- 
out much difficulty, persuaded to order Bish- 
op to put up the horses for the night. The 
sun rode high in the heavens the ensuing day, 
when the enamofed soldier pressed with his 
spur. his charger’s side, and speeded on his 


‘way to the seat of government, where hav- 


ing dispatched bis public business, he re- 


traced his steps, and, at the White House,

And 
raré and. bigh was the revelry at that palmy 
period of Virginia's festal age ſor many 
wers gathered to that marriage, of the good, 
the .great, the, gifted, and; they, with joy- 
ous acclamations, hailed in Virginia's youth- 


ful hero a bappy. and prosperous bridegroom.

his hundreth year. Ay, mastensthatil 2 

replied the ancient * pervant, who had 


lived to see five generations; great times, 
great times—shal]l never see the like again !” 

“ And Waghington looked something like 
a man—a proper man—-hey, Cally?” 

Never seed the like, sir—never the like 
of him, though I have seen many in my day 
—so tall, so straight! and then he sat on a 
horse and rode with such an air! Ah, sir, 
he was like no one else. Many of the grand- 
est gentleman, in the gold lace, were at the 
wedding; but none looked like the man him- 
sel f 

Strong, indeed, mast have been the im- 
pression which the person and manner of 
Washington made upon the “ rude, untutored 
mind” of this poor negro, since the lapse of 
three- -quarters of a century had not sufficed 
to efface it. 

The precise date of the marriage the bio- 
grapher has been unable to discover, having 
‘in vain searched among the records of the 
vestry of St. Peter’s church, New Kent, of 
whith the Rev. Mr. Munson, a Cambridge 
scholar, was the rector, and performed the 
ceremony, it is believed, about 1759. A 
short time after their marriage, Colonel and 
Mrs. Washington removed to Mount Vernon, 
on the Potomac, and permanentiy settled 
there. 

This union,” says Spears, was in every 
respect felicitous. It continued forty years. 
To her intimate acquairitantes and to the 
nation, the character of Mrs, Washington 
was ever a theme of praise. Affable and 
courteous, exemplary in her deportment, re- 
markable for her deeds of charity and piety, 
unostentat ious, and without vanity, she 
adorned by her domestic virtues the sphere 
of private life, and filled with dignity every 
station in which she was placed.” 

Previous to his acquaintance with Mrs. 
‘Custis, Washington had been pleased with 
other ladies. The author above quoted on 
this point says, that in 1756, “ While in New 
York, he was lodged and kindly entertained 
at the house of Mr. Beverley Robinson, be- 
tween whom and himself an intimacy of 
friendship subsisted, which, indeed, continu- 
ed without change, till severed by their op- 
posite fortunes twenty years afterwards in 
the revolution. It happened that Misg Mary 
Phillips, a sister of Mrs. Robinson, and a 
young lady of rare accomplishments, was an 
inmate in the famiiy. The charms of this 
lady made a deep impression upon the heart 
ofthe Virginia colonel. He went to Bos- 
ton, returned, and was again welcomed to 
the hospitality of Mr. Robinson. He lingered 
there till duty called him away; but he was 
careful to intrust his secret to a confidential 
friend, whose letters kept him informed of 
every important event. In a few months in- 
telligence came, that a rival was in the field, 
and that the consequences could not be 
answered for, if he delayed to renew his 
visits to New York. Whether time, the 
bustle of a camp, or the scenes of war had 
moderated his admiration, or whether he de- 
spaired of success, is not known. He never 
saw the lady again till she was married to 
that same rival, Captain Morris, his former 
associate in arms, and one of Braddock’s 
aids-de-camp. 

“He had before felt the influence of the 
tender passion. At the age of seventeen, 
he was smitten by the graces of a fair one, 
whom he called a ‘ lowland beauty,’ and 
whose praises he recorded in glowing strains, 
while wandering with his surveyor’s com- 
pass among the Alleghany mountains. On 
that occasion he wrote desponding letters to 
a friend and indicted plaintive verses, but 
never ventured to reveal his emotions to the 
lady who was anconsciously the cause of 
his pains.” 


THE GARROTE. 


In Mr. Code’s “Ride over the Rocky 
Mountains,” we find the following description 
of this instrument : 

“A day or two since I got permission to 
visit a criminal in the capilla of the town 
prison. He was to be garroted the follow- 
ing day, for having robbed and murdered a 
boy. He looked a terrible ruffian, and made 
signs to me, as he was not allowed to speak, 
of stabbing and being strangled, shrugging 
up his shoulders at the same time, and smil- 
ing with the most cold-blooded indifference. 
That ‘ conscience makes cowards of us all’ 
was for once not true; the man had no con- 
science to make a coward of him. A priest 
was in the capilla, and two sentries guarded 
the door. The morning of the execution I 
was at the Campo del Marte before daylight. 
The crowd had already assembled, and the 
tops of the houses were thronged with peo- 
ple. The women with fans in their hands, 
occupied the first rows of chairs, in order- 
to see better the horrors which were about 
to take place. By squeezing and pushing I 
managed to get within eight or nine yards of 
the machine, where I had not long been be- 
fore the procession was seen moving up the 
Passeo. A few cavalry were in front to 
clear the road; behind them ‘came the host, 
with a number of priests, and the prisoner 
on foot, dressed in white; a large guard 
brought up the rear. The soldiers formed an 
open ‘square. The executioner, the .culprit, 
and one priest ascended the steps of the plat- 
| form; the prisoner quietly seated himself, but 
goksip again d . make 
himself iiore confortable! The executioner 


then arranged the band around his neck, 
tied his legs and arms, and retired behind 
the post. At a word from the priest the 
wrench was turned. For a single instant 
the limbs of the culprit were convulsed. The 
head was kept perfectly erect by a sort of 
iron prong beneath the ears. The face which 
remained uncovered, was horribly distorted ; 
the eyes were closed, but the lower jaw was 
pulled wide open, and the blood, which im- 
mediately blackened all the features, oozed 
from the mouth, and fell in large drops upon 
the white shirt. No exclamation, no whisper 
of horror, eseaped from the lookers-on. 
Such a scene was too familiar to their eyes to 
toexcite any feeling but curiosity; and had 
the execution taken place at the usual spot, 
instead of in the town, few would have giv- 
en themselves the trouble to witness it. 

The body remained in the machine till 
four in the afternoon, exposed in the great- 
est thoroughfare of the town—a disgusting 
monument of the civilizing process of the 
nineteenth century.” 


THE BATH OF BLOOD. 


From the proof sheets of- The History of 
Hungary in De Puy’s Kossuth and his Gen- 
erals,” now in the press, the Buffalo Com- 
mercial extracts a most thrilling tale of ro- 
mantic history: 

About the year 1610, Elizabeth Bathori, 
sister to the king of Poland, and wife ofa 
rich and powerful Hungarian magnate, was 
the principal actor in the most singular and 
horrible tragedy mentioned in history. She 
occupied the castle of Csejta, in Transylva- 
nia. Like most other ladies of that period, 
she was surrounded by atroop of young 
girls, generally the daughters of poor but 
noble parents, who lived in honorable servi- 
tude; in return for which, their education 
was cared for, and their dowry secured. 
Elizabeth was of a severe and cruel disposi- 
tion, and her handmaids led no joyous life.— 
Slight faults are said to have been punished 
by most merciless torturés. 

One day as the Jady of Csejta was admi- 
ring ata mirror those charms which that 
faithfal monitor told her were fast waning, 
she gave way to her ungovernable temper, 
excited, perhaps, by the mirror’s unwelcome 
hint, and struck her unoffending maid with 
such force in the face as to draw blood.— 
As she washed from her hands the stain, she 
fancied the part which the blood had touch- 
ed grew whiter, softer, and as it were, youn- 
ger. Imbued with the credulity of the age, 
she believed she had discovered what so 
many philosophers had wasted years in seek- 
ing for. She supposed that in a virgin's 
blood she had found the elizir vita, the foun- 
tain of never failing youth and beauty. Re- 
morseless by nature, and now urged on by 
irrepressible vanity, the thought no sooner 
flashed across her brain than her resolution 
was taken; the life of her luckless hand- 
maiden was not to be compared with the 
precious boon her death promised to secure. 
Elizabeth, however, was wary as well as cru- 
el. At the foot of the rock on which Csejta 
stood, was a small cottage, inhabited by two 
old women; and between the cellars of this 
cottage and the castle was a subterranean 
passage, known only to one or two persons, 
and never used but in times of danger. With 
the aid of these old crones and her steward, 
Elizabeth led the poor girl through the se- 
cret passage to the cottage, and after mur- 
dering her, bathed in her blood. Not satis- 
fied with the first essay, at different intervals, 
by the aid of these accomplices, and the se- 
cret passage, no less than three hundred 
maidens were sacrificed on the altar of van- 
ity and superstition. 

Several years had been occupied in this 
pitiless slaughter, and no suspicion of the 
truth was excited, though the greatest amaze- 
ment pervaded the country at the disappear- 
ance of sd many persons. At last, however, 
Elizabeth called into play against her two 
passions even stronger than vanity and cun- 
ning. Love and revenge became interested 
in the discovery of the mystery. Among the 
victims of Csejta was a beautiful virgin, who 
was beloved by and betrothed to a young man 
of the neighborhood. In despair at the loss 


of his mistress, he followed her traces with 


such perseverance, that, in spite of the hith- 
erto successful caution of the murderess, he 
penetrated the bloody secrets of the castle, 
and, burning for revenge, flew to Presburgh 
boldly aceused Elizabeth Bathori of murder, 
before the Palatine, in open court, aad de- 
manded judgment against her. So grave an 
accusation, brought against a person of such 
high rank, demanded the most serious atten- 
tion, and the Palatine undertook to investi- 

gate the affair in person. Prozeeding imme 

diately to Csejta before the murderess or 
her accomplices had any idea of the accusa- 
tion, he discovered the atill warm body of a 
young girl, whom they had been destroying 
as the Palatine approached, and had not time 
to dispose of before he apprehended them.— 
The rank of Elizabeth mitigated her punish- 
ment to imprisonment for life, but her assis- 
tants were burned at the stake. Legal doe- 

uments still exist to attest the truth of 
this apparently improbable circumstanee.—

BENEFIT OF APPRENTICESHIP. 


There is an important feature in the reg- 
ulation of a master-mechanic, which is fright- 
ful to some kind parent’s heart; and that is 
the five to seven years’ apprenticeship the 
boy who learns a trade must submit to. But 
itis an excellent discipline. It takes the 
lad at a critical period of life—when he, 
perhaps, has a disposition averse to steady 
employment—when he was inclined to roam 
at large, amid the contaminating influences 
about him—and puts him to a steady round 
of duties—severe, at first, but becoming, 
from habit, agreeable; and, when his miner- 
ity expires, his already formed habits of in- 
dustry are established, and he comes forth a 
man, the master of a trade, of fixed princi- 
ples and good habits, a blessing to himself 
and the community; or at least this ought 
to be the rerult of an apprenticeship, where 
both master und apprentice mutually. dis- 
charge their duty to each other. 

If parents would but look at it aright, 
they would declare that, had they any sons 
they should learn trades. Contrast the 
youth just alluded to with bim who, having 
a horror of apprenticeship, is allowed to run 
at large. At the most critical period of life 
forming those that are the reverse of indus- 
try. He is not fitting himselfto bea man, 
but wearing away his boyhood in idféness. 
The partial parent sees this, yet has no for- 
titude to avert it. At twenty-one years of 
age the first-named Jad comes out a good 
mechanic; it is wonderful if the other has 
not fastened habits upon him that will be his 
ruin, if he is not ruined already. More 
than one excellent man in our community 
can say with thankfulness, that it turned 
out so that, to his half dozen years’ appren- 
ticeship, he is indebted for the habits of in- 
dustry and sobriety he has obtained, that, 
when he was put to a trade, he was on a piy- 
ot as it were. Had it not been for the firm- 
ness of his Parents, he likely would have 
been a ruined lad ere his minority expired. 
This was the turning point.

Insurance we cannot get, and how indeed can 
we ask any company to insure for us who are 80 
regardless of our interests.

There is much in the idea of making 
eompanies feel that they are responsible for the 
safe transit of passengers, for without this the 
public has no security for the exercise of that 
care upon which their safety depends : 


These accidents are caused by the careless- 
ness and incompetence of the servants of the 
company, for which the directors are responsi- 
ble to the public, in not appointing a better class 
of men, or in not dismissing those who trifle 
with the lives of so many human beings, There 
is but one remedy for the evil—one way of 
bringing these railroad companies to their sen- 
ses: Let every person, man or woman, who 
has sustained an injury in his or her person, or 
in the persons of their relatives, in consequence 
of the criminal neglect to which we have ad- 
verted, bring an action at law against the com- 
panies; and we trust that juries will be found, 
who, for their own sakes, if not for the public 

.will render such verdicts, and award such 
amages, as will, in future, protect the lives 
and limbs of railroad passengers.

The exploits of a man named G. Rand Thom 
son, receently arrested in Philadelphia, would 
form a chapter of romance in the annals of 
crime.

Tue Drarn Penatty.—The facts stated in 
the 1 extract from the presentment of 
the Grand Jury of Wayne County, Michigan, 
at a session of the Court in Detroit, should be 
attentively considered by all who are in favor of 
the abolition of Capital punishment : 

The increase of the crimes of murder and 
manslaughter since the abolition of criminal 
punishment, not only among us, but through- 
out our State, has become most manifest and 
alarming ‘The records of the Court of this 
Country show that, at each of the four terms, 
there has been at least one aggravated case of 
murder-—and, at one term, two cases—whereas, 
previously to the existing law. and since our 
State organization, no conviction of murder had 
ever been had by any ot the Couris of theState 
These facts we regard as a proof of an alarm- 
ing disrespect for and an undervaluing of hu- 
man life, legitimately referable to a change of 
the legislation upon the subject.

prise, that since Marlborough was made a ju- 
dicial district, there has never been but one ex- 
ecution in the district, and that was of a man 
innocent of the offence for which he suffered.

PREPARE FOR DROUGHT. 
rene 

What! another drought # exclaims one ; 
not 80 fast gentle reader IL only said prepare 
for one—and if it actually comes you will be 
ready for it: or if good seasons prevail you 
will not be hurt thereby. Now what I mean 
by preparing for a drought is this, plow deep, 
plant well, and thin close. If possible, have 
‘your ground sub-soiled; but if you are an 
unbeliever in this doctrine, and cannot be in- 


| duced to try it, why then break your ground 


with the deepest running plow you have, and 

don't hold them out of the ground, but let 
them down in proportion to the strength of 
the horse. List your fields close and deep, 

and when planting be liberal with your seed, 

for it is better to thin than replant, and be 

sure you thin in time; (that is so soon as 

your corn will bear it.) Spare it not because 

it looks likely, but if you planted for one 

stalk in the hill, thin to one stalk; or if for 

two stalks to the hill, then thin to two stalks. 

If these directions are followed, (and I flatter 
myself that some will follow them) and the 

after culture be thorough and farthful, then 

will the reward be gratifying and ample.—

POTATOES. 


There is no crop the farmer raises, that 
requires so much seed, or seed of which costs 
so much to the acre, as potatoes—ranging 
from eight to twenty bushels—the difference 
being one quarter in large or small seed; or 
if it takes sixteen bushels, which is about the 
average of fair sized potatoes, to plant an acre, 
the same might be done with four very small 
ones, making a difference of twelve bushels, 
no small item at present prices, or 50 cents 
per bushel, which would be six dollars in fa- 
vor of small seed in planting one acre. 

For six years I have planted both large and 
small seed—sometimes from necessity, but 
have always carefully noted the difference, 
which has been uniformly and decidedly in 
favor of large seed. 

I will specify two caseg. In the spring of 
1849, I planted two acres of potatoes, a por- 
tion of which was planted. with small seed. 

Where I planted large seed, I had good po- 
tatoes, but where the small seed was planted 
I had very small, poor potatoes the whole 
being new ground. ’ bi a 
“The past season I planted the same num- 


ber of acres, but reserved a quarter of an acre’ 


large seed were used. 

The difference in the vine was perceptible 
as far av my potato patch could be seen. 
Those vines where I planted small seed, grew 
not half the length of thé others, besides hav- 
ing a slender sickly appearance from the time 
they were out of the ground till they were 
harvested. : 

The ground had laid in pasture and mead- 
ow for forty years, never having been plowed 
before. Ithink the principle holds good in 
selecting the. best of seed for raising potatoes, 
as much so as for corn, wheat or any crop 
raised on the farm. 


DEEP PLOWING. 


As the season is approaching when our 
farmer friends will start their plows, we deem 
the following article, which we find in the 
Germantown Telegraph, to the point at the 
present time : 

A farmer. in this vicinity, while plowing 
last fall, was asked by a neighbor who, al- 
though he had a large farm, could. scarcely 
support his family off of it, why he plowed so 
deep :? 

“Because, neighbor, he replied, “I plow- 
ed the same way last year, and the year be- 
fore, and I found I plowed a great deal of 
gold!“ 

Gold!“ exclaimed the amazed neighbor, 
“why how much did you plow up! 

Well, some hundreds of dollars a year 
and I did it in this way; my crops were 
twice as large where I plowed deep as I now 
do, in the same fields where I formly plowed 
only to half the depth, and they take less ma- 
nure, too.“ 

“I don’t believe a word of it,“ said the 
neighbor, disappointed iv the gold digging. 
“If that is the way you plow up gold, I am 
afraid you will never set the river on fire.— 
I go for the good old way, and find it best. 
There is little to learn in farming which 
those before us did not know.” 

“ Well, neighbor you may doas you like, 
but I have tried both ways, and I am more 
than satisfied with the result. In deed, by 
strictly persevering in itand other improve- 
ments, I shall nearly or quite double my 
profits, and all this excess I consider just so 
much gold plowed upin the fields.” 

“ Ah,” continued the neighbor, “ I see you 
are, from your new notions, a book farmer, 
and belong to an agricultural society ; but 
you'll find it wont pay in the long run, I 
think.” 

There's where you are in error, my 
friend, Lam no book farmer-—I belong to no 
agricultural society, but I mean to join one 
at the very earliest opportunity. I acknowl 
edge, however, to reading the agricultural de- 
partment, of my paper and I am free to confess 
that it has given me more valuable hints du- 
ring the five years I have taken it, on sub- 
jects connected with my own business, than 
fifty subscriptions would pay for; indeed I 
was at first ashamed to admit it to myself, 
that there was so much in farming, though 
all my life a farmer, that I did not know, 
communicated through the columns of that 
paper.” 

But all would not satisfy bis neighbor, and 
he returned to his own half-worked planta- 
tion, grumbling at the strange whims that 
had crept into the heads of some people, and 
declaring that they would not catch him. 


No one who has not tried them, knows the 
value of hask beds. Straw and mattresses 
would be entirely done away with, if husk 
beds were once tried. They are not only 
more pliable than mattresses, but are more 
durable. The first cost is but trifling. To 
have husks nice, they may be split after the 
manner of splitting straw for braiding. The 
finer they are split the softer will be the bed, 
although they will not be likely to last so 
long as when they are putin whole. Three 
barrels full, well stowed in, will fill a good 
sized tiek— that is, after they have been split 
The bed will always be light, the husks do 
not become matted down like feathers, and 
they are certainly more healthy to sleep on. 

Feather beds ought to be done away with 
especially in warm weather. For spring, 
summer and fall, husk beds ought to be “ all 
the go,” and such undoubtedly will be the 
case, when they are once brouglft into use. 
There is no better time to procure husks 
than when the corn is being harvested, and 
the husks will be much nicer and cleaner 
when corn is cut at the bottom and put in 
stacks. ‘They do not becomeso dry and 
weather beaten. Itis calculated that a good 
husk bed will last from twenty-five to thirty 
years. Every farmer’s daughter can supply 
herself with beds {against time of need) at a 
trifling expense, wnich is quite an induce- 
ment now-a-days.

Horszs KI cxIN O IX HARES2.—Jonatban 
Coe, in a communiention to the Ohio Cullti- 
vatar, gives the following as a preventive and 
cure for horses kicking in harness, which he 
has adopted repeatedly with complete suc- 
dens. Tuke a forked stick, about tworfeet 
long, varying a little aceording to the size of 
the horse, tie the ends of the fork firmly to 
each end of the bridle bit, and the other end 
of the stick to the lower end of the collar so 
as to kvep the head up, and this will prevent 
his kicking. A few days working in this 
manner will commonly suffice for a cure.— 
Horses are more apt to kick when turning in 
ploughing or harrowing than any work. 


To Msxv Inox Pots Ax Pans.—A’cor- 
respondent of the Scientific American gives 
the following receipt for mending broken iron 
pots and pans, as superior to the Chincse: 

“ Take two parts of sulphur, and one part, 
by weight, of fine black lead, and put the 
sulphur in an old iron pan, holding it over 
the fire until the sulphur begins to melt, when 
the black lead is added, stirred well until all is 
mixed and melted, and then, in its molten 
state the compound is poured out on an iron 
plate or a smooth stone. When it has cool- 
ed down it is very hard, and is then broken 
in small pieces. A quantity of this compound 
is placed upon the crack of the iron pot to be 
mended, and by a hot iron it can be soldered 
in the same way a tiusmith solders his sheets. 
If there is a small hole in the pot, it is a good 
plan to drive a copper rivet in it, and then 
solder it over with this cement. I know a 
person who mended an iron pot by the above 
plan upwards of twenty years ago, and he 
has used it ever since, 


Hixts.—If your flat irons are rough, or 
smoky, lay a litile fine salt on a flat surface, 
and then rub them well; it will prevent them 
from sticking to any thing starched, and make 
them-smooth, 

Rub your griddle with fine salt before you 
grease it, and your cake will not stick. 

When walnuts have been kept until the 
meat is too much dried to be good, let them 
stand in milk and water eight hours, and dry 
them, and they will be as fresh. as when new. 

When cloths have acquired an unpleasant 
odor, by being hept from the air, a piece of 
‘charcoal, laid in the folds, will soon remove it. 
Ik black dresses have been stained, boil a. 
handful of fig leaves in a quart of water, and 
reduce it to a pint. A sponge dipped in this 
liquid, and rubbed upon them, will entirely 
remove stains from crapes, bombazines, &c. 


‘New Mone or Srorrixe Hiccur.— Dr. 
Piretti appears to have found u very simple 
means of arresting this disagreeable and often 
very obstinate symptom. It is sufficient to 
squeeze the wrist—preferably that of the right 
hand—with a piece of string, or with the fore- 
finger and thumb of the right hand. 


To Maxx Yeast.—To two middling sized 
potatoes and a pint of boiling water, add two 
table-spoonfulls of sugar. One pint of boil- 
ing water should be applied to every half 
of compound. Hot water is better in warm 
weather.

Canine Sagacity.— Vir ious are the stories 
told of the wonderful sagacity of the canine 
race, their fidelity and extreme sympathy 
showing an instinct amounting almost to rea- 
son. We were recently told of an instance 
in which the intelligence of this animal was 


exhibited in a remarkable manner. A large 


mastiff that had been in the family of a coun- 
try gentleman in Ontario county for several 
years, had become so old, obese and lazy 
that the master of ‘the house became tired of 
keeping him. One evening, while the old dog 
lay by the kitchen fire, enjoying his ease 
with dignity, the master said to his men in an 
impatient tone, that he was tired.of keeping 
the old dog, calling him by name—he was 
old stupid and lazy, and did nothing bat eat 
and lie by the fire. He directed them in the 
morning to take him out and shoot him.
